INTRODUCTION 


These notes are intended for the teacher who will appreciate 
a little guidance in the teaching of the revised syllabus. No 
teacher will follow them slavishly; he will adapt them to suit 
himself and the pupils whom he is teaching. The notes attempt 
‘to suggest ways in which the principles of the revised syllabus 
may be put into effect. The principles are important and should 
be followed, though there may be many adaptations in the 
manner of following them. 

Teachers who have worked through the drills given in Book 1 
wil be familiar with the techniques of conducting these drills. 
It is not necessary, therefore, in this book to give such detailed 
instructions. The teacher wil know that Пе should first 
demonstrate the new structure himself several times, and then 
call upon a few of the brighter pupils to use it. After that as 
many pupils as possible should be allowed to use it. The 
situations in which the structure is learnt and practised should 
ре real to the pupils. The words used should express something 
that is before the pupils own eyes. The vocabulary of the drills, 
iherefore, is somewhat limited. When the pupil reads the lesson 
in the Reader he meets the structure in a wider setting. The 
teacher can then practise the pupils again in the structure, 
using the matter in the lesson as something to talk about. The 
Structures should be drilled and used in oral work for about two 
"weeks before they are met in the reading lesson. In practice 
this means that the pupils will be learning the structures illus- 
trated in Lesson 2 before they begin to read Lesson 1. It is most 
important that this should always be done. 


Taking a lesson in the Reader: a suggested plan 

i. Revise the new structures illustrated, briefly, so as to draw 
the pupils’ attention to’ them. 

2. Introduction. This will take different forms according to 
the subject matter of the lesson. It should include opportun- 
ities for the pupils to listen and answer questions. It should 
4ntroduce the new words which occur in the first part of the 
lesson. In some lessons it is possible to weave these new words 
into a connected narrative or conversation. In others some of 
the words will be introduced unconnected with each other. As 
each new word is introduced it should be written on the board. 
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Suggestions for introducing the lessons are given in the second. 
half of this book. Teachers will understand that the introduc- 
tions are given only in outline and that it is expected that they 
will expand them by repetition of the new words and by 
questions and answers. 

Irregular plurals should be taught and also the other tense 
forms of new verbs, limited of course to the tenses known.

THE GRADED STRUCTURES 
STRUCTURE 65 


To be taught: The use of the adverbial at the beginning 
of the sentence. 

In the first year the pupils learnt to make sentences with 
ihe adverbial phrases at the end. Now they learn that certain 
of these can also be used at the beginning of sentences. The 
teaching of this structure provides а useful opportunity at the 
beginning of the school year of revising all the tenses taught 
the previous year. 

The adverbials of time already known are: now, then, to- 
day, to-morrow, yesterday, this morning, this evening, every 
day. 

The following may be taught: this afternoon, to-night, 
yesterday morning, (afternoon, evening), to-morrow morning, 
(afternoon, evening), last night (week, month, year), next week 
(month, year), the day before yesterday, the day after to- 
morrow, the week before last, the week after next. 

Teacher: ‘Were we here yesterday? No, we weren't. 
Yesterday we were in our houses. Yesterday the school was not 
open. To-day it is open and we are here. K, where were you 
on Friday? (stress on Friday).  (K answers): ‘On Friday K 
was....’ (according to K’s answer). ‘M, where were you on 
Thursday?’ (M answers): ‘On Thursday M was.... Now he 
is here. Last week I was....’ (according to where the teacher 
was). ‘To-day I am here. Next week I shall be here. Last 
week I did not teach you. This week I am teaching you. I 
am teaching you now. Next week I shall teach you.’ 

Teacher questions other boys and gives them statements 
using the adverbial phrases sometimes at the beginning and 
sometimes at the end of the sentences. 

Teach also month, year, and the names of the months and 
numbers up to 31 at least. The names of the months can 
easily be taught with a calendar, and should be used in 
sentences, e.g. ‘In June schools open after the holidays. When 
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are the holidays?» The holidays are in May and the first part 
of June. June is a month. May is a month. A week is part 
of а month. A month is part of a year. There are twelve 
months in a year. January is the first month. The Pongal 
holidays are in January. In June the first day of the month 
was a Tuesday. In July what will the first day be ?’, etc. 

Make as much conyersation as possible about the months 
in the structures known. h 

Practise the class in the change of position of the adverbials 
by asking questions and getting one pupil to answer using the 
adverbial at the end, and another to give the same answer with 
the adverbial at the beginning. 

Teacher: ‘What form were you in last year, К?’ 

K: 'I was in Form I last year.’ a 

Teacher: M? 

M: 'Last year I was in Form І’ 

Structure 65 (b). This can be drilled in a similar way 
through question and answer. Only adverbials of place which 
denote position, not those which denote direction, are used at 
the beginning of the sentence. This should be practised

STRUCTURES 66 Амр 67 


To be taught: Please. The imperative. 

The pupils are accustomed to the use of the future as a 
polite command. In 66 they learn to use ‘Please’, They may 
learn to use it at the end as well as at the beginning of the 
sentence, e.g. ‘Will you give that book to me, please?’ This 
structure can be taught through activity. The teacher can 
first of all ask different pupils to do a humber of different 
actions and then let different pupils ask each other. 

Teacher: ‘K, will you give me your book, please? M, please 
will you give your book to K? G, will you put your book on 
the floor, please? P, please will you shut the "window?', ete, 
(The pupils obey these orders.) 
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Then the pupils ask each other to do things. This should 
be organized so that every pupil gets an opportunity of obeying 
an order. If the teacher wishes he may get the first pupil to 
give an order to the second, the second to the third, and so on. 
This again provides revision of all the verbs that have been 
learnt in the first year. 

The pupils should also learn ‘Thank you’ as the response 
when the action has been performed or when something has 
been given to them. 

The pupils next learn to obey and use the Imperative, both 
with and without 'Please' The commands should be given 
briskly without long pauses between them so that the pupils 
wil come to realize that this form is used in situations where 
the speaker does not wish to waste time by using a larger 
number of words. It is best practised with actions such as: 
*Run to the door. Open it. Shut it. Go to your seat.' The 
pupils may practise this in groups, each pupil taking turns at 
being group leader and giving orders to his group while the 
teacher goes from group to group listening and correcting 
where necessary. 

The game ‘Jenkins says’ may be played. The person giving 
orders says: ‘Jenkins says “Put your hands on your head”; 
Jenkins says “Put your hands down”.’ The pupils obey every 
order in which ‘Jenkins says’ is used. When the leader gives 
an order without saying ‘Jenkins says’ any pupil who obeys it 
is out of the game. 


STRUCTURE 68 
To be taught: always, sometimes, never. 


The important feature of this structure is the position of the 
adverb. Practise it in the simple present, simple past ana 
simple future tenses, and in different persons.

Teacher lets pupils repeat. He should take care that they 
use it not so much when the pupil is getting up or sitting down 
as when he is actually in a standing or sitting position.

Practise standing and sitting with by: ‘М is sitting by R. I 
am standing by the door.

Lying and sleeping. Use lying of objects and people. . 

Teacher: ‘My book is lying on the table. My pen is lying 
оп the box.

We always sleep at 
night but K is sleeping now.’ 

If there is a picture available of someone sleeping, use that. 

Teach also the past tense: stood, sat, lay, slept.

To be taught: measures: a yard of, a measure of, a pound 
of, half a pound Of, a lot of, etc. 
Step 1 


The teacher should bring to the class as many measures as 
he can: a tape measure, a foot rule, a measure or half measure, 
а pound packet and а quarter-pound packet of tea, a pint 
measure, pieces of rope (to measure), etc. 

Teacher shows the measures and talks about them, e.g. 
"Ihese are pieces of rope. I have a yard of rope in this piece. 
There are three yards of rope in that piece. My sister has six 
yards of cloth in her sari. There is a pound of tea in this 
packet. 'There is a quarter of a pound of tea in the other 
packet. This is half а measure of rice. A measure of rice 
costs. ... (current price)’, ete. 

Step 2

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Teacher: ‘This is a piece of chalk’ (cloth, rope, wood, paper, 
etc.) ‘Please give me a piece of chalk’, etc. ‘There are a lot of 
books on my table.

The teaching of these verbs provides a further opportunity 
to talk about measures. These can be practised in а game, 
first with buy and then with sell. 

Pupil 4: ‘I bought something from the merchant.’ 

Pupil B: 'What did you buy?' 

Pupil A: ‘I bought three yards of cloth." 

Pupil B (to С): ‘A bought something from the merchant,’ 

Pupil C: 'What did he buy?' 

Pupil B: “Не bought three yards of cloth.' 

Pupil C (to D): ‘I bought something from the merchant.’ 

Pupil D: ‘What did you buy?’ 

Pupil C: ‘I bought half a pound of tea.’ 

This can continue, each pupil adding something.

The objects need not all be in the classroom 
but should be within the pupils’ experience, e.g. trees in the 
playground, cinemas in the town, teachers in the school, Books 
in the library, etc. Use also sentences with Structure 56. ‘Are 
there many boys with blue Shirts in this class?' 

Let pupils also ask questions.

The teaching of this structure should follow the same pattern 
as that suggested for Structure 74. When these sentences have 
been thoroughly practised the use of many and few with 
countable nouns and much and little with mass nouns may be 
further emphasized by contrast. 

e.g. ‘Are there many books in my bag? Is there much water 
in the pot?’ 

‘There aren’t many boys in the playground now. There isn’t 
much water in the well.’ 

‘There are a few flowers on that tree. There is a little coffee 
in that glass.’ 

Drill these by mixed questions: ‘Are there many....? Is 
there much....?’ 

Teach the use of how many? for measures, but how much? 
for quantity, e.g. ‘How many yards of cloth did you buy? How 
many measures of rice did he buy? How much cloth did you 
buy? How much rice did he buy?’ 

Play the game suggested under Structure 73 with questions 
about how much? and how many?

11. Someone 

Teach this after the pupils have learnt the difference between 
hear and listen.

Introduction. ‘What work does the sea do? The sea carries 
Sand and soil from one place to another. It tekes it away from 
One place and gives it to another. It makes continents. Asia 
is à continent. Europe is a continent.’ 

"What work does the rain do? It makes the rice grow. We 
cannot grow rice or any other grain without rain. What does 
the wind do? It blows everywhere. What does the sun do ? 16 
works all the time. It is always shining somewhere. It is night 
in one place, but it is day in another. (Explain planets in the 
mother tongue.)
